folate Power of Princes. This is giving, as Saint 
Paul ſays, ones Body to be burned; and yet wart- 
ing Charity. It is too well knoun to what Pre- 
cipices and how near our Ruin, the groſs and ſer- 
vile flattery of ſome ambitious Spirits had carri- 
ed us; when Arguments were put into our Prin- 
ces Mouths to juſtiſie the moſt illegal Acts and the 
highett Oppreſſion; when People were taught 
and Slavery as Ordinances of 
God, and an Active vigarous Obedience to Lg! 
Authority,: the. beſt n of. 
Braiſh Monarch — — the ſport of 
deſigning Men. But the difference: of times bas 
raiſed different Sentiments ia the Breaſts of 
Men; and the Man that could the Con-+ 
ſcience with umi i Subjeffron Yeſterday, can 
tonſcien to Day mutter Rebellion in eve- 
y Corner of our Streets. What leis Tnconſi- 
ce cin be expected from a Cauſe, —

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by Flattery, and ſupported by Principles that 
have neither Precedent nor Reaſon for their 
Foundation, and which their owa Will and 
Reaſon cannot ſubmit to? Nature has been of- 
ten invoked to qualify the Severity of theſe Prin- 
ciples, and as Humours have not been gratified, 
the pureſt and moſt regular Eſtabliſhmeat in the 
whole Chriſtian World has been threatned to be 
invaded by Nature, and Principles given up and 
abandoned to the baſeſt Views and de- 
ſtructive Purpoſes. This looks as if ſuch Men 
were not born and educated to maintain their 
Principles, but their Principles invented to main- 


tain them. This is truly giving up the Cauſe of 


Conſcience, turning Religion into Hypocrifie, and 


Faith into Faction, and following the Pattern of 


the moſt calamitous of times with leſs Senſe, leſs 
Remorſe and leſs Provocation. I am ſure our 
National Religion is as capable of Franchiſes 
and Immunities as the Religion of any other Na- 
tion upon Earth; but to make the Privileges 
and Immunities it has already acquired, depend 
upon the Will of one Man, is betraying not onl 

the Revenues of our Church, but ina manner diſ- 
owning its Parity. And I can eaſily perſuade my 
ſelf, that the Abſurdity and Uncharitableneſs of 
theſe Compliments will never be looked upon as 
Jewels proper to adorn the Britiſh Crown, or to 
embelliſh the Character ot one of the moſt Re- 


ligious and diſcern Princesof Europe. The 
ä of whote critical Birth, Arrival, 
and Eſtabliſhment here, cãnnot but be looked up-
